Wrigleyville tor rent

While most Cubs fans saw last Tuesda/s 
NLDS -clinching victory over the St. Louis 
Cardinals as a chance to party on a school/ 
work night, Jess Martell saw something dif- 
ferent: a business opportunity 

“Right now, Chicago is completely alive,” 
the 26 -year-old Wrigleyville resident said. 

Martell is one of a handful of enterprising 
Wrigleyville residents offering up a room for 
rent through online home-sharing market- 
place Airbnb. 

The National League Championship Series 
moved to Wrigley Field this week, and a quick 
check of Airbnb on Monday night showed 
28 places in Wrigleyville available for rent 
on the site for the duration of the Chicago 
stretch of the NLCS (Tuesday through Fri- 
day) with an average price of $286 per night. 
The most expensive rental available cost 


$900 per night for a two-bedroom, one-bath 
apartment that can accommodate three peo- 
ple and offers a Jacuzzi bathtub, among other 
perks. 

An Airbnb spokeswoman told RedEye that 
there are twice as many bookings in Wrig- 
leyville this year compared with last year, 
something she attributes to the Cubs’ unlikely 
playoff run. 

One major factor working in Wrigleyville 
residents’ favor is the lack of hotels surround- 
ing the ballpark. 

While visitors checking out attractions in 
the downtown area have a plethora of hotel 
options from which to choose, those who 
want to be in the thick of all things Wrig- 
leyville have limited options. 

Staying within a short walk of the ballpark 
this week isn’t going to be cheap. The Inn at 
Wrigley Field (3617-19 N. Sheffield Ave.) still 


had rooms available as of Monday night start- 
ing at $1,129 night for a three-bedroom 
suite that can accommodate eight people. 
The closest chain hotel, the Best Western 
Plus at 3434 N. Broadway had single rooms 
available for Wednesday and Thursday night 
starting at $379.99. 

Bunking at Martell’s place, by comparison, 
is a bargain. She lives in a three-bedroom 
apartment near Wrigley Field and is charging 
$175 per night for a single bedroom. 

“My sister and I were talking about reduc- 
ing our price, and if people are in town and 
they seem responsible and they’re looking 
for a place, that it would be something that 
we would definitely consider,” she said, add- 
ing that they haven’t secured a tenant for this 
week just yet. 

So what has it been like living in the thick 
of the biggest party of the year in Chicago 


over the past month? 

In a word, Martell said, noisy 

“There’s always a helicopter {overhead},” 
she said. “There are people yelling and 
screaming and excited. There was a fight on 
our street.” 

Like many Cubs fans across the country 
Martell wasn’t expecting the Cubs to be this 
good this soon. And with the team positioned 
to have a fruitful run for years to come, she 
said she and her sister might rent their place 
out over the next couple of summers to earn 
some extra cash. 

“She and I have discussed throughout the 
season putting our place up a little bit more 
{often} for like $50 a night {next summer} 
because people are going to be watching the 
team,” she said. “People want to come back 
and cheer for what they used to be around.”

Holiday travel can be 
rife with mishaps. 

Two years ago, for 
example, a storm that 
struck the Northeast 
the day before Thanks- 
giving caused more 
than 700 flight cancel- 
lations and thousands 
of flight delays. 

Airlines have to 
rebook you when a 
flight is canceled, but 
they don’t necessarily 
have to cover other expenses, such as a hotel 
stay or food. For those and other unexpected 
costs, you may want to consider buying travel 
insurance. Here’s what to do: 

Check your credit card. Many credit cards 
offer some kind of protection if your travel 
plans get upended. 

In fact, 63 percent reimburse you if your 
bag is lost or delayed, according to CardHub, 
a credit card search engine. And in some cases, 
you maybe covered for as much as $5,000 in 
nonrefundable travel expenses if your trip is 
canceled or interrupted, or as much as $500 if 
you’re delayed more than six hours. 

So before you book, check what travel 
protections your card offers (you’ll find most 
policies online). 

The card’s coverage applies not only to you 
but also to a spouse or domestic partner, as 
well as children. But to make a claim, all of 
your travel has to be booked on the card. 

Shop around. If your credit card is lacking 
in travel benefits, it may be worth buying a 
travel insurance policy especially if you’re 
splurging on a pricey getaway heading over- 
seas or worried that an illness will cause you to 
cancel your trip. 

Skip the policies sold by airlines or travel- 
booking websites. 

“The insurance offered by airlines is just 
not good,” said George Hobica, founder of 
Airfarewatchdog, a website that tracks fare 
deals and airline trends. “There are usually 


too many exclusions, and pre-existing medical 
conditions are not covered.” 

Instead, search for policies on sites like 
lnsuremytrip.com, which allows you to 
compare hundreds of policies. Costs will 
range from 4 percent to 8 percent of the total 
amount of your nonrefundable travel expenses 
and “are based on the length of the trip, desti- 
nation and age of the policyholder,” said Carol 
Walsh, executive director of the U.S. Travel 
Insurance Association. 

Keep in mind, too, that if you want insur- 
ance to cover a pre-existing medical condi- 
tion, you’ll need to buy a policy within 10 to 
30 days of booking your trip. 

The same applies if you want to add a can- 
cel-for-any-reason benefit, which reimburses 
you even if the cause for your cancellation is 
not on the usual list of approved reasons. 

“If you’re fighting with your girlfriend and 
you’re worried that you may break up before 
you go on a trip together, you need a cancel- 
for-any-reason policy,” Hobica said. 

What if you have a tight flight connection, 
or you’re worried that bad weather could 
interrupt your air travel? 

Hobica recommends AirCare, a policy of- 
fered by Berkshire Hathaway Travel Protec- 
tion. Abur flights are tracked in real time, and 
if your flight is canceled or you miss a connec- 
tion, the service automatically helps rebook 
you on another flight. 

It also deposits cash into your bank ac- 
count. For example, if your flight is delayed 
two hours or longer, you receive $50. If you 
miss a connection, you get $100. And if your 
bag is delayed more than 12 hours during your 
trip, you’re paid $500. 

Said Hobica, “It covers a lot of annoyances 
that no one else covers.” 

AirCare policies start at $34 for domestic 
trips.

LAKEVIEW RECOVERY 
CENTER APPROVED 


SOBER LIVING RESIDENCE FOR YOUNG ADULTS 
GETS OK DESPITE SOME NEIGHBORS’ OBJECTION

For Shivani Kumar, a recovery home means 

hope, a fresh start and a new opportunity 

“It’s a stepping stone of where your life was 
and where you want to go,” she said. 

Kumar was i6 years old when she sought 
treatment for substance abuse the day after 
Christmas in 2011 and ended up staying for 
nearly a year in the Marlowe House, a recovery 


home for teens in Rockford, 111 ., that is oper- 
ated by Rosecrance, a private behavioral health 
organization. 

Rosecrance won approval last week to bring 
a sober living residential facility for young 
adults ages 18 to 29 to Chicago’s Lakeview 
neighborhood, despite some neighborhood 
opposition that centered on the facility’s po- 
tential to negatively impact the community 


Kumar’s story of addiction is a familiar one 
to many She started drinking when she was 12 
and then experimented with marijuana before 
moving on to harder drugs such as prescrip- 
tion pills, cocaine and inhalants. She said she 
got kicked out of school and her family was 
torn apart because of her choices. She was 
depressed, lost and angry She overdosed and 
went into a coma. 

“I was like a tornado going through people’s 
lives,” she said. “I became a hollow person. I 
had no motivation.” 

On Christmas Eve in 2011, her parents 


found her high in the garage. At that moment, 
she said, she admitted she couldn’t stop using 
and needed help. Two days later, she walked 
into Rosecrance. 

“I remember being in the [Marlowe] House 
and seeing a couple people stop by and visit 
and say hey and it blew my mind that life con- 
tinued outside these walls and that [that] was 
actually possible,” Kumar said. 

Kumar has been sober for nearly four years. 
Today she is a 20 -year-old graphic design stu- 
dent at Columbia College Chicago, living in 
the South Loop and working as a nanny 
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Last Friday, she wore an “I support recov- 
ery” sticker and listened to hours of debate 
during a marathon Zoning Board of Appeals 
hearing during which Rosecrance sought ap- 
proval for a special use permit to house 30 
young adults for up to 18 months on three 
floors of a building at the corner of Ashland 
and Waveland avenues. The first floor will 
offer counseling and outpatient substance 
abuse treatment. 

Rosecrance is planning to open the hous- 
ing development in late spring. Should Rose- 
crance sell the property or cease operating, 
the permit will expire as one condition of the 
special use permit approval, Rosecrance said. 

“This recovery home will allow young 
adults struggling with substance abuse the 
opportunity to heal, mature and become 
grounded in their recovery as they progress 
toward a successful drug-free future,” Rose- 
crance CEO Philip Eaton said at the hearing. 

As funding for addiction treatment has 
dwindled, there’s a need to bring a sober liv- 
ing residence to Chicago, addiction experts 
said at the zoning meeting, pointing to the 
city as the epicenter of the heroin epidemic. 
They cited a recent report by 
the Illinois Consortium on Drug 
Policy at Roosevelt University and 
the news of more than 70 heroin- 
related overdoses within 72 hours 
this month in Chicago. 

Residents will be sober, un- 
dergo random drug screenings 
twice a week and be enrolled in 
school, working or volunteering, 
said David Gomel, Rosecrance’s 
chief operating officer. They will 
pay $2,500 a month to live there, 
he said. Gomel said 71 percent of 
people in Rosecrance’s recovery homes finish 
the program successfully and transfer to inde- 
pendent housing. 

Concerns voiced by residents at commu- 
nity meetings that the recovery home could 
have an adverse impact on traffic, crime, noise 
and property values in the neighborhood re- 
surfaced at the zoning hearing. 

The opposition to the project, led by the 
Lakeview Action Committee made up of 
residents, also questioned the ability of Rock- 
ford-based Rosecrance to operate a recovery 
home in an urban setting and said the facility 
was not a good fit for the neighborhood given 
the transient nature. 

“These are short-term residents who have 
no investment in Lakeview and no incentive 
to respect the community that we have built,” 
Nora Schweighart, who lives down the block 
from the project site and is a member of the 
Lakeview Action Committee, told the zoning 
board. 

The community would get little benefit 
while Rosecrance would profit, she said. 

“The final point here: Rosecrance has a 
huge financial incentive to fiU the proposed

facility with residents who will be in treat- 
ment on the first floor and to keep them there 
regardless of the impact to the surrounding 
neighborhood,” Schweighart said. 

Zoning board chairman Jonathan Swain 
asked why the opposition is pre- 
suming people in recovery would 
create a negative impact on the 
neighborhood or on safety 

“Let’s presume your statement 
of their intention is correct, that 
they’re just trying to have this mill 
of putting people upstairs to funnel 
them downstairs and make more 
money on insurance, back upstairs 
and back downstairs,” Swain said. 
“I don’t think they’re providing ser- 
vices that {are} trying to keep them 
addicted. I think they’re providing 
services to make sure they’re not addicted.” 

Schweighart brought up the possibility of 
residents relapsing and failing their drug tests. 

“There are going to be some residents in 
the facility who will have relapses. That is part 
of recovery I understand that,” she said. “I’m 
sympathetic to it, but it does bring with it a 
burden to the community” 

Opponents are focused on the wrong thing, 
Kumar said. They hear “recovery home” and 
think of drug addicts coming to live across the 
street, she said. But the residents are people 
who have done drugs in the past and don’t 
want to do drugs anymore and want to live 
better lives, she said. 

“Really, they’re just people. They’re just 
humans who are looking for a chance. If they 
are living at a sober living place, they are do- 
ing that by choice,” she said. “These are regu- 
lar people who have an issue and are trying to 
take care of that issue.”

W hen Kurt Vile entered into recording sessions for “b’lieve i’m going down,” the 
sixth full-length the Philadelphia-based musician has released since 2008, he 
envisioned it as a “spaced-out blues record.” 


‘And then it just morphed,” he said, laughing. 
“It never sounds exactly the way you think it’s 
going to.” 

The album still sounds like essential Vile— 
the 35-year-old lazily drawls his words in that 


trademark nasal twang, and the songs emanate 
a forever-chill vibe, even as his ambition leads 
him to explore styles as varied as folk and West 
African blues. But this time around, everything 
feels slightly sharper, from the music, which 


incorporates new instruments such as 
banjo and piano, to Vile’s words, which in- 
creasingly flaunt his droU sense of humor. 

Despite this more clear-eyed shift, ex- 
pect Vile’s music to maintain its fuzzy 
edges when the frontman joins his band 
for concerts Thursday and Friday at Thalia 
Hall. 

“By the time we get to you, I imagine 
we’ll be well-oiled,” he said. “But let’s not 
say ‘slick.’ ”
